Laundrymen of St. Louis Trying 
to Combine Their Interests, ’ 


A Scheme to Have Two Concerns Do 
All the Work. 


BRANCH OFFICES TO BE ABOLISHED AND 
EXPENSES CUT DOWN. 


&f Carried Out, the Plan Wil] Throw 1,000 
Hands Out of Employment and Retire 
Nine-Tenths of the Wagons—Every- 
thing Depends on the Decision of Mr. 
Munger of Chicago in Regard to En- 
tering the Trust-— The Laundries 
Which Will Probably Do the Work. 


The formation of a rigantic laundry trust is 
being talked of in St. Louis, and its perfec- 
tion depends largely uponthe answer of G. 
M. Munger & Co. of Chicago, who control one 
of the largestlaundriesin this city. Owling 
to heavy com petition in the 
laundry business here, the largest 
launaries have been compeiled to 
established numerous branch offices, put 
extra wagons on the road and submit to 
various other inconveniences in order to push 


their business. Inasmuch as the prourtaers 
of the larger laundries have had to expend 
from $50 to $100 per month for any branch 
office established, and run from eight to 
twelve§ wagons apiece at a cost of $1,000 each 
peri year, they have set about to formulate 
some plans whereby an arrangementcan be 
made to do away with the_ services 
of over 1,000 employes and reduce 
running expenses something like 
$150,000 a year. As harmony does not exist 
between the proprietors ofthe leading laun- 
Gries of the city, it was a question as to how 
the evil could be remedied without theco- 
operation of the managers of the laundries 
who do not belong tothe Laundry Association 
of St. Louls, burlesquely referred to by non- 
members as the ‘‘st. Louls Mutual Admira- 
tion Association.’’ 
THE PLAN. 

For three -months past the mat- 
ter has been talked of, and 
upon more than one occasion meetings 
have been held, at which it was debated 
whether Munger & Co. would consent toa 
proposition toforma combination with the 
City, Missour!, Peterson’s, Dustin’s, Lang’s, 
Babcock’s, the Columbia, the Excelsior 
and its various branch laundries, 
the purpose of which isto form a syndicate 
to doali the laundry workin St. Louis with 
the employes and machinery of the larger 


laundries of the city. It is stated 
that the laundries named are viliing

singie-handed as heretofore. 

The business the way it is conducted by the 


tweive large laundries of the city 
at the present time is not satis- 
factory to the managers, on account

jine of competition. These laundries have 
Deen compelled to establish fifty branch of- 
at a cost of $30,000 a year, put 100 wagons 

the trade at a cost of $100,000 a year, 100 
drivers at $oa week and the employment of 
70 laundry giris at an average cost of tia 
week, The promoters of the projected trust 
argue thattwo laundries in the city can do 
all the work that the twelve larger 
laundries are doing, and thereby save the 
expenditure of over $100,000 a year forun- 
necessary labor. On the plan of forming the 
trust and the decision of Mr. Munger 
depend the complete formation of the 
syndicate. If Mr. Munger consents to 
be a party to the consolidation, another 
wrangie willensue as to what two laundries 
shall bandle the work. Theseftwo laundries 
will handie all the work with less help, and 
instead of 100 wagons being in the trade, ten 
wagons will dothe work, all the branch of- 
fices will be closed, 1,000 employes will be 
thrown out of work, licensed engineers 
will be searching for eimploy- 
ment and the license for conducting 
such a business will be paid for the opera- 
tion of two enterprises instead of a dozen or

New York, Nov. 30.—Supt. Byrnes has not 
yet received advices from the father of T. 
Aubrey Peart, the English minister who was 
victimized by Edgar J. Vernell, the daring 
swindler now awaiting the next step in his 
case in the Tombs Prison. 

A short time ago T. Aubrey Peort, the son 
of an English clergymen, left his home to 


seek his fortune in America. Going to Call- 
fornia, he got work in a box factory at North 
Fork. Young Peort was finély educated and 
had traveled a good deal, having spent some 
time in Africa. 

One of his fellow workmen was Edward J. 
Vernell, also an Englishman. Vernell was 
five years the senior of the clergyman’s son, 
but he wasan intelligent fellow and Peart 
found in him a congenial companion. 

Vernell was a graduate ofa British naval 
school, a thorough sea-dog, able to com- 
mand any ship that sails the seas, he said. 
He was known as Capt. Vernell. He was5 
feet 6 inches in height, Nght complexioned, 
with a small brown mustache and light- 
brown eyes. 

Vernell found outallabout Peart’s home 
and parents, and one day while Peart was at 
work and Vernell pretended to be sick at 
home, he stole a li@tter of recomendation 
from his friend’s trunk. Fortified with 
this stolen letter, the master seaman sud- 
denly left North Fork for Fresno, Cal. 
sHe was penniless, and made the acquain- 
tance of a George Knight, keeper of, a 
small country store. To Knight, so Vernell 
afterwards said, he confided a scheme for 
swindling the Rev. Mr. Peart. Knight agreed 
to help him, Vernell says. With $17, which 
Knight advanced, Capt. Vernell sent a num- 
ber of cablegrams to Peart’s father in En- 
giand. In one of these he asked for $8v0, say- 
ing he wanted to buy land. The Rev. Mr. 
Peart, believing that his son had a chance to 
invest profitably the small amount asked for, 
sentadrait‘ion Lioyd’s Bank, Birmingham, 
for £60. It was sent as requested, to the 
First National Bank of Fresno. 

A few days after forwarding the check the 
Rev. Dr. Peart received a letter purporting 
to be from his son, which led his parents to 
believe that the climate of California had had 
an injurious effect upon the literary style of 
theirson. This was the letter: 

MY DEAREST FATHER: Just received your cable- 
gram. I wrotetoyou from North Fork telling of 
me working in box factory. It shut down, and I 
mean to getinto farming. io. it isa splendid place 
hereand 1! can obtain land for $40 per acre for so 
muchdown and the rest on time. mean to ¢e 
forty acres and pliant the same with vines. I don’t 
want to lose this opportunity. lIenclose youa let- 
terfrom Mr. Brombridge so you can see what he 
says about fruit farming. 

in regard to one working for wages there is not 
anything in it for the worker—only for the farmer. 
It was getting soce'din the mountains, and I was 
giad to get down to Fresno. 

Now. pater, send me the money by cable, for I 
wish to settie down hereand want to get the place I 
have been looking at and don't want to lose«the 
chance, and if you can spare me a littie money would 
be giad to receiveit. I never asked for inuch money 
either at home orin Africa, and hope you will sen 
+e money atonce by cable so that 1 can get the 

ace. 

F Ihave no more news for home this time. With my 
ever fondest love to materandailithe rest and the 
saine for yourseif, your loving son, Ze Ae Fe

This letter, elithough somewhat similar to 
one received from the real son about that 
time, was sucha curious mixture of Latin, 
bad English and persistency that the Rev. 
Mr. Peart saw at once that some swindler 
was impersonating his son. The reverend 
gentleman laid the case before the Chief Con- 
stabie of Birmingham and the United States 
Consul there. 

As soonasthe bogus T. Aubrey Peart re- 
ceived the draft for the £60 he cashed it, giv- 
ing $50 to Knight, who had loaned him the 
$17 and came East. When he reached New 
York he had $90 left. 

Supt. Byrnes received a letter four days be- 
fore Thanksgiving,in which the Consul at 
Birmingham notified him that a swindler was 
impersonating young Peart iu- Brown Bros, 
of this city. 

The detectives called on Brown Bros. and 
obtained a description of a young man, call- 
ing himself T. Anthony Peart, who said he 
was expecting money through their office 
from his parents in Birmingham. They also 
learned thata few days after the clergyman 
had sent the £9 draft to his supposed son, he 
received another cablegram reading: 

FRESNO, Cal. 

Ihave bought land and mean to come home at 
once. Cable £ Brown Bros., New York, Am 
without money, and owe some. Wishto take next 
steamer. T. A. 2 

The detectives got onto their man without 
much difficulty, and when arrested he con- 
fessed it all and was remandedtothe Toombs 
toawalit advices from Mr. Peart, Sr. The 
real T. Aubrey Peart is expected to arrive in 
New York to-day or to-morrow. 


CASUALTIES. — 


Freight and Passenger Train Collide on 
a Connecticut Road.

The dining car at the rear of the express was 
overturned, set on fire and totally destroyed.

wrecked. Fortunately all had left it but a 
moment before the crash. The road is 
blocked and nearly a dozen trains are stalled 
and will probably be held most of the night. 
The wreck was due to cCarelessness on the 
part of the express crew in not sending back 
filagmen to hold the freight train.

Leading Topic of the International 
Monetary Conference. 


PROCEEDINGS TO BE SECRET UNTIL DE- 
CISIONS ARE ATTAINED. 


Another Seat Lost to the Government 
Majority in Parliament-—New Possi- 
bilities in the Deacon Case—A Cana- 
dian Conservative Opposes Annexa- 
tion—British Miscellany—General For- 
eign News. 


BRUSSELS, Nov. 30.—The committee of 
twelve appointed by the International Mone- 
tary Conferénce toexamine into and report 
on the proposals submitted by Mr. Alfred De 
Rothschild, one of the British delegates, 
sat yesterday for eight hours with 
only a short interval for luncheon. The 
members have arranged to give their ex- 
clusive attention tothe work of the commit- 
tee so as to be able to presentan exhaustive 
report to the conference. Several experts who 
are not delegates to the conference 
offered to give evidence on the production of 
the precious metals and other points relat- 
ing tothe deliberations, but the committee 
declined to hear witnesses on any side of the 
question. 

It is understood that the committee take as 
the nearest approaching accuracy the statis- 
tics prepared by Ottamar Haupt especially 
for the use of the conference, giving est!- 
mates compiled from the latest data of the 
monetary stocrs of the world and the annual 
production and consumption of gold and 
silver. 

Senator Jones, one of the American dele- 
gates, has prepared a special statement of 
the consumption and production of silver. 

The committee has consented to request 
the Danish delegate, C. KF. Teitgen, to sub- 


mit his plan as an addendum 
to the De Rothschild plan. Mr. Teit- 
gen is a monometallist. He ' proposes 


the coinage of silver 5-franc, 4 shilling or 
dollar pieces, rated to gold according to the 
price of silver in the year previous tothe 
adoption of an international agreement with 
a seignorage of 10 percent. Healso praposes 
the appointment of a permanent interna- 
tional commission to fix the initial price. 
Should the price of sitver fall 
5 per cent below the coinage ratio, the com- 
mission will have authority to fix a new ratio 
and order the recoinage of the pieces. These 
coins will be legal tender internationally, 
banksto Keep them as a reserve against 
notes and to have the right to demand gold 
in exchange forthemat anytime from the 
government issuing the particulay coin held.

The London Nevsin its financial article says 
that it is understood that the proposed limit 
of the legal tender of silver will be reduced 
£4. It also suggests that inasmuch as sir 
WilMam Harcourt selected Alfred de Roths- 
child as a delegate to the Monetary Confer- 
ence, the last-named gentleman has prob- 
ably received an inkling that the British Gov- 
ernment will support his scheme. 

The 
next sitting will be on Friday, whenit is ex. 
pected the committee considering the De 
Rotbschilds proposals will make a report.

NEW POSSIBILITIES OPENED IN THE INTERMIN- 
ABLE CASE. 

PARIS, Nov. 30.—A representative of the 

press to-day had an tnterview with Mrs. 

Deacon in regard to the threat made by her 


husband, that if his wife’s appeal at 
Aix was delayed he would sue for a 
divorce in New York. It will 


be recalled that Mr. Deacon, when he made 


his statement, made no reference to bis 
wife’s relations with Abellle as affording 
grounds for the granting of a divorce in New 
York, but declared that he would name as 
co-respondents Prince Lepoix, M. Cotter 
Rochfocaudd and M. Leon Renault. 

Mrs. Deacon declared that this was the first 
time she had heard these names connected 
with hers. She added: 

‘*My acquaintance with the gentlemen 
mentioned is most formal. I knew their 
wives slightly, but the husbands have never 
been in my house. This is, alas, only an- 
other instance of Mr. Deacon’s infamy. 

**In regard to the refusal of the convent 
authorities to again receive my daughter 
Gladys, Mr. Deacon’s conduct was so scan- 
dalous that the mother superior, whoisa 
good friend of mine, very properly refused 
to keep the child. She told Mr. Deacon when 
he called the course she would be obliged to 
pursue if he persisted in-~his confidences to 
the press.’’

The Prosecution of the Opinion That She 
Is Insane. 

NEW BEpFoORD, Mass., Nov. 30.—A morning 
paper to-day says: Atty.-Gen. Pillsbury 
believes that Lizzie A. Borden is insane. 
This is the secret of the adjournment of the 
Grand-jury in the case from Nov. 1 to Dec. 1. 


The evidence submitted to the Grand-jury 
was sufficient forthe finding of the indict- 


ment, and the members were all ready to 
bring in a true Dill, but Atty.-Gen. 
Pillsbury believed so strongly that the 
prisoner was insane that he ordered 


an adjournment sothat Lizzie Borden might 
be examined by experts as to her sanity. 
The story of her actions at the time of the 


murder, astold by the witnesses, no doubt 
had great weight in influencing the 
Attorney-General. The investigation has 


been carried on since the jury adjourned, 
and when the jurors meet again in the court, 
the Mercury says, they will be confronted 
with experts who will testify as to Lizzie 
Borden’s sanity.

NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Opening Session of the Convention at 
New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 30.—The Nationa 
Nicaragua Convention assembled to-day at 
Odd Fellows’ Hall in thiscity. The States 
represented so far in theconvention with 
the number of delegates are as follows: Ark- 
ansas, 2; Alabama, 2; California, 11; Wash- 
ington, D. C., MM; Florida, 16; Georgia, 
5; Illinois, 11; lowa, 14; Indl- 
ana, 2; Kentucky, 35 Kansas, 
11; Louisiana, 150; Mississippi, 19; Maine, 2; 
Missouri, 8; Michigan. 3; New York, 15; Ne- 
braska, 1; North Carolina, 1; Ohio, 7; Oregon, 
2; Pennsylvania, 6; South Carolina, 11; 
Tennessee, 10; Texas, 15; Virginia, 3; making 
a total this morniuog of 336. 

The convention was called to order by 
President F, J. Odenthal of the Board of 
Trade ina hall magnificently decorated for 
the occasion. The American and Nicaraguan 
colors prevailed, aneagle with outstretched 
wings united the twain. An orches- 
tra also played the national hymas of 
the two countries, andthe Nicaraguen air, 
arranged for the occasion, was cheered and 
encored. On the platform were city and 
State officials, including Gov. Murphy, J. 
Foster and Acting Mayor Irwin Jamison, 
Hon. George T. Converse, the Permanent 
Chairman of the st. Louis Convention, and 
Gov. Fleming of Florida. 

Dr, B. M. Palmer ofthe First Presbyterian 
Church offered a prayer and President 
Odenthal gave formal welcome for the Board 
of Trade; City Attorney E. A. O’Sullivan fol- 
lowed for the municipality and Gov. Foster 
for th eState. Mr, Converse replied for the 
convention. The principal business of the 


morning will be the appointment of a com- 
mittee on credentials and a recess will be 
be taken until the reportis prepared. Several 
speeches will follow, probably by Jones of 
Arkansas and Judge Estee of California. 

One of the leading matters discussed this 
morning is a resolution Which Presiaent J. CO. 
Clarke of the Mobile & Ohio Rallroad will 
offer. It recognizes the measure as a 
national one, as having been indorsed by 
both parties, and provides that the 
Government guarantee the $100,000,000 of 
bonds, the latter to be used as a basis for 
new national banks. No party is to have 
more than a thousand shares of stock in the 
concern. A percentage Of the tolls is to be 
deposited annually in the United States 
Treasury. 

The convention opening here to-day in the 
interest of the Nicaraguan Canal Is the se- 
es of a formal similar gathering at St. 

uis held in June last and which had its ori- 
gin with the merchants Of the Pacific. At 
their instance a convention had been held in 
California In March, a8 @ result of which 
Gov. Markham requested the Governors of 
the various states to appoint delegates to 
assemble in the Mound City in convention to 
memorialize Congress tO contract with the 
canal company to secure government con- 
trol in the construction and management of 
the canal so as to reduce the cost of con- 
struction toa minimum and to limit the cap- 
italization to the actual cost of construction. 
The convention at St. Louls was wel] at- 
tended and was presided Over by Hon. George 
L. Converse. 

It was in pursuance Of the authority con- 
ferred at St. Louis, that Chairman Converse 
and the executive committee selected New 
Orleans and to-day as the place and date of 
the convention. Invitations were extended 
by Gov. Foster of Louisiana, and the exeen- 
tive of the St. Louis conveation to the Goy.-

THE DANGER OF FRANCE, 


The crisis in France is probably more 
serious than is generally supposed. It has 
not arisen from any sudden and transitory 
outburst of popular discontent, but has 
been for months slowly developing into a 
condition which now demands the most 
adroit and careful treatment, taxing the 
powers of the coolest and wisest of the 
Republic’s statesmen. 

The controversy over clerical and labor 
questions, which have been the absorbing 
topics of French politics, has suddenly 
subsided in the presence of the Panama 
Canal scandal, which grows in proportions 
as its discussion progresses, and like the 
infernal characters on the scimetar of 
Vathec ‘‘changes with each perusal and 
each time into words of more sinister im- 
port.’’ 

It is now stated that as 200 
Deputies are strongly suspected of having 
received bribes, while large sums have 
been distributed to other persons of influ- 
ence, including bankers and journalists, 
both in and out of France. 

There is no question of the fact that the 
Loubet Ministry have used every effort to 
suppress or postponea disclosure of the 
facts. It was not until M. Delahaye 
ascended the Tribune and boldly charged 
that many millions of dollars which 
should have been applied to the construc- 
tion of the canal had been diverted for cor- 
rupt purposes that the Ministry yielded to 
the demand for an_ investigation. 
Whether this reluctance on the 
part of the Minister 
arose from the that his 
colleagues were involved and his Ministry 
might be shattered by the disclosures, or 
whether he realized that the frauds would 
prove so widespread and gigantic that the 
existence of the Republic would be im- 
periled, remains to be seen. When we re- 
call the fact that France has had as many 
as seventeen constitutions since the vol- 
canic upheavals of 1789, and that the pres- 
ent Republic has been more than once 
rudely shaken by the violence of political 
factions the latter supposition seems the 
}more plausible as well as the more char- 
itable. 

The friends of France will, however, 
hope for the best, whatever the results of 
the prosecutions may be. The Republic 
has existed for nearly twenty years, and 
under it the people have enjoyed a degree 
of prosperity far surpassing that of any 
other period in the history of the country. 
An enormous war debt has been paid with- 
out seriously impairing the resources 
of the nation; the army has. been 
reorganized and recruited, and has 
reached a degree of efficiency which 
has excited both the surprise and dread of 
rival nations; the navy has been greatly 
strengthened and increased; commerce has 
been extended; new colonies have been 
founded and the boundaries of old ones

THE DISEASE BREEDING NUISANCES. 

More than a year ago, before there was 
any fear of cholera or any evidence of a 
typhus epidemic the Post-DISPATCH 
started a crusade against the Lowell 
nuisances. It warned the city officials 
that they were a constant ménace to the 
public health. The whole nuisance dis- 
trict was inspected and mapped, the dan- 
gerous places were pointed out and ways 
and means of abating the nuisances were 
discussed. 

Under the prod of the Post-DIsPATcH the 
‘*push’’ administration made ashow of 
activity, but it wasa temporary and in- 
effectual spasm of virtue. ‘‘Push’’ in- 
efficiency prevailed over all considerations 
of public good and the spark of official 
energy was soon smothered in the spoils 
pot. The few cases taken into court are 
still lingering in the legal lumber room. 
The results are nil. 

Largely asa consequence of official in- 
efficiency in this and in the general cleans- 
ing of the city, which was also urgently 
pressed by the Post-DispatcH, typhoid 
malaria is raging and is claiming hundreds 
of victims every day. The timeliness and 
value of the Post-DISPATCH’S warning is 
manifest and press and people are united 
in demanding that the work which should 
have been done long ago shall now be 
done.

BISMARCK’S BLUNDER. 

No student of the history of modern Eu- 
rope can fail to have a certain admiration 
for Bismarck. It was his iron nerve, his 
strong will, his busy brain and construc- 
tive genius that formed the chief factor in 
the union of a half dozen helpless German 
principalities and raised Prussia froma 
second rate power to a level with the first. 

But it seems to us Bismarck is makinga 
mistake, injurious alike to his own fame 
and the welfare of his country. The fact 
that he antagonizes a hot-headed young 
Emperor, who has great confidence and 
little discretion, does not materiaily 
modify the blunder of the ex-Chancellor. 

Ne provocation should goad him to the 
premature disclosure: of Oabinet secrets 
and the confidences of the two preceding 
Emperors—one of whom, at least, was not 
only his King, but his friend and bene- 
factor—particularly as those disclosures 
attribute to his old master the character of 
a weakling if not of acoward. If he felt 
it his duty to furnish such facts to history 
he should at least have reserved their pub- 
lication until he had himself passed away, 
and when no one would suppose his action 
inspired by selfish ambition or a sense of 
personal disappointment. 

The world will be disposed to concede 
much consideration to a statesman who 
has rendered. such great services to his 
country when they see him dethroned and 
despised by a pert young Emperor and an 
object of the contumely of courtiers. ~The 
exasperations of such surfoundings might 
be expected to drive a less commanding 
mind toa frenzy of mutiny and rage; but 
surely the greatest statesman and diplomat 
of Europe should prove himself superior to 
petty irritations and the consciousness 
that he is undervalued. Atleast heshould 
not make a public exhibition of his disap- 
pointment and sense of outrage. 

Marlowe putsinthe mouth of Edward 
II, the words: 

The forest deer, being struck 
Runs toan herbthat closeth up the wounds, 
But when the imperial lion’s flesh is gor’d 
He rends and tears it with his wrathful paw, 
Anda highly scorning that the lowly earth 
Should drink his blood, mounts up into the 


air. 
—all of which has the flavor of heroism, 


but little of philosophy. Bismarck had far 
better imitate the example of Bolingbroke, 
retire to his estate, paint his walls with 
plowshares and pruning hooks as testi- 
monies of contentment, and devote his 
leisure to the raising of ‘‘beans and 
vetches.’’ His-opportunity may come, 


but he cannot hasten it.

Fairchild Slated for the Treasury 
Portfolio. 


New YORK, Nov. 30.—A morning paper says: 
The fact that Mr. Fairchild is to go into the 
Cabinet again will probably be taken to 
mean that this time he will be the only mem- 
ber of the Cabinet from the Empire State. 
Mr. Whitney will not go into the Cabinet, 
and while there has been talk that Col. 
Daniel 8 Lamont might be Secretary of the 
Interior, it is understood that he has not yet 
been able to see his way clear to abandon his 
interests in this city. 

‘‘As a matter of fact,’’ saida close friend 
of Mr. Whitney, ‘‘to give two placesto New 
York would make the other clamoring States 
angry. You see we now have too many sec- 
tions to look after. There has got to be a 
member ofthe Cabinet from New England, 
Illinois and Wisconsin. They are doubtful 
States and have to be looked after, Ohio 
deserves some encouragement and Indiana 
surely looks fora place. Now the South will 
want at least two Cabinet positions, but will 
only get one, and [think Mr. Harrity will go 
into the Cabinet from Pennsylvania. That 
about fills outthe holes, yet the States be- 
tween the Missouri and the Rocky Mountains 
should have some recognition, and so should 
the Pacific coast. In view of all this,’’ con- 
cluded Mr. Whitney’s friend, ‘‘I think the 
Treasury portfolio the only one to go tothe 
Empire State.’’ 

The Mugwumps will be particularly pleased 
to know that Mr. Fairchild isto be the Sec- 
retary ofthe Treasury. Hehas acted with 
them in all their fights against Hill. He 
entered intothe May convention movement 
andat Chicago was denounced by Edward 
Murphy, Jr., for not being a Democrat and 
accused of working for the Republican State 
ticket in 1888 and 1891.

NORTH DAKOTA LEGISLATION, 
PIERRE, 8S. D., Nov. 30.—Within a few weeks 
the South Dakota Legislature will again be In 
session, and what it will dois now a topic of 
interest. One of the principal questions will 


be the resubmission of the prohibitory clause 
of the State constitution. If this is brought 
up and carried through there is strong proba- 
bility of further amendments being pre- 
sented, one of which will be the election of 
United States Senators by a popular vote. 

The. coal famine and grain blockades 
throughout the State at the present time may 
result in drastic rallroad legisiation, al- 
though a strong effort will be made to pre- 
vent any interference with railroads for fear 
ofits interfering with developments in that 
line next year. 

There is stilla strong demand for changes 
in the revenue law, which compel telegrpph, 
telephone and express companies to Gear 
a more equal share of the burden of taxation 
than they do under the lawasit is at pres- 
ent. Theindependents may also bring up 
the usury question again, but its day of im- 
portance is past. 


MR. BLAND’S VIEWS, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 30.—Representa- 
tive Bland denounces the Rothschild propo- 
sition asa villainous scheme to demoralize 
Silver. Mr. Bland is the Chairman of the 


House Committee on Colnage, Weights and 
Measures. He cheracterized Rothschilda’s 
plan as an insult to the friendsof silver 
alloverthe world. He contends that silver 
is now worth 60 pence and to reduce its price 
to 43 pence simply means the demonet- 
ization of all the silver money in’ the 
world, The entire silver currency now 
amounts to , 000 ,000 and Roths- 
chila’s scheme would demonetize $100,300,000 
thousand dollars. Mr. Bland says the adop- 
tion of his plan would mean the loss of $100.- 
000,000 of United States silver currency, and 
Mr. Bland cannot believe that the Chitea 
States Commissioners will ever agree to it. 
It is the boldest scheme for the contraction 
and demonetization of silver ever pro- 
posed, he says, andis nothing less than the 
first steptoward an endeavor onthe part of 
the gold barons to stop alluse of silver as 
currency. Hedoes not believe the Roths- 
child plan will be adopted by the conference, 
but ifitshould he feels confident that the 
decision should never be ratified by the Con- 
gress of the Unitea States.

‘‘They bring not only disaster tothe parties 


foolish enough to back them, but discredit to 
the ring, for some of their ways come nearer 
to being knavery than it does to legitimate 


bookmaking.’’ 
He became quite interested inthe subject 


as he talked, and some of his ideas were well 
worth repeating. He was not talking for 
publication, yet his views can best be ex- 
pressed in his own words: 

‘*‘The pages of turf history,’’ he _ said, 
**which will bear the records of the season 
of 1892 willcarry with them the unrecorded 
fact that to the bookmakers the year has 
been one of signal failure. I speak now of 
the fraternity as awhole. Some few have 


made money, but the majority have lost, and 
lost heavily. This many may refuse to be- 
lieve, knowing, as they do, that tothe public 
the season has been one of dire disaster. 
Many who at Brooklyn, in the spring, could 
be found betting hundredsare now glad to 
Det five. | 

‘*The natural inference from this state of 
affairs,’’ he continued, ‘‘would be that the 
bookmakers must havethe money. While it 
is true they did have possession of it, it was 
but fora brief period, for, 


in the history of bookmaking, and while the 
reasons for this state of affairs are many, 
the principal one is that in the ring of 
seventy oreighty at work at various times 
not more than a 
name of bookmaker. they are novices at 
the work, who, inflated withtheir own im- 
portance, mount a box, firmly belleving 
they are goinw to create a sensation. 

‘*They generally do, but not in the way 
expected; the sensation isin the pockets of 
their backer, who soon finds his bank roll 
dwindling away. Why? Because his repre- 
sentative on the box does pot understand his 
business. He makes a gamble of what 
should beanart, forto make a bonoK as it 
should be made means iar more than the 
average better realizes. Tobegin with, tte 
days whena man could mount a box, and 
with public form as his only guide, graduate 
his prices, isa thing of the past. Owners, 
trainers and jockeys, with suca information 
as they can give, have become necessary ma- 
terials for the succe:sful bookmaker. 

‘*‘} donot mean by this,’’ said Thompson, 
‘*‘that fraud intended must be confessed. 
What I do inean 1s that the Inside facts from 
a stable, as toa horse’s condition, his ability 
to negotiate the distance, the merit 
competitors, have become a necessity 
the successful bookmaker.

PANAMA COMMERCE. 


Pacific Mail Business Will Be Greatly 
Hampered. 

New York, Nov. 30.—The recent action 
taken by the Pacific Mall Steamship Co. to 
obtainan injunction in the Supreme Court 
restraining the Panama Raliroad Co, 
from making a contract with tbe Chi- 
lian Steamship Line, and the .- notice 
served by the railroad that after Feb. 1, 1893, 
no through bills of lading would be recelved 
from the Pacific Mail Steamship Co. have 
created a great deal of interest 
in shipping circles and fears 
have been expressed that this 
action would be a severe blow to American 
coastwise trade. FE. A. Drake, one of the 
directors of the Panama Rallroad Co., says: 
**Itis uncertain whether or not the Trans- 
continental Association has been dls- 
solved, but one thing is certain 
—that the Southern Pacific Rallroad, one of 
the membDers of the association, is most in- 
terested in this case. 

‘*‘Alarming rumors.of the decline have 
been set in motion, and that the rights 
of the United States are questioned, 
and itis said that the transit route over the 
isthmus is to be used for the Denefit of a 
foreign government. Mr. Monchicourt, the 
receiver of the Panama Canal Co., is credited 
with being an officer of the French Govern- 
ment, and he ischarged with HNaving taken 
measures to drive away American commerce 
from the isthmads route, 

‘*‘Mr. Monchicourt ts not an officer of the 
French Government and the French Govern- 
ment has nothing whatever to do with the 
case. The majority of the rallroad stock 
is in the hands of French citi- 
vens, having been honestly purchased from 
American citizen by the canalcompany ata 
high figure.

These acts were cone by the 
Board of Directors of the railroad 
company, consisting of thirteen mem- 
bers, only two of whom were foreign 
born. For months past the Panama Rallroad 
Co. has been in negotiation to obtain 
American steamers on a line between 
New York and Colon and is 
ready to enter into business _ rela- 
tionsand through bills of lading with any 
American coast line steamers be:ween San 
Francisco and Panama excepting the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Co. The railroad company, 
owing to a eontract made for the 
benefit of speculators in 1872, which 
is now before the courts, finds itself unable 
to inaugurate a line of its own there. The 
railroad company is doing all it can to es- 
tablish American lines between New 
York and San Francisco free from all 
amliation with the Trans-Continental 
railroad routes for the purpose of freeing the 
business between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, Which in the past has been so hampered 
by restrictions, and to insure a development 
of a large trade which it expects to see es- 
tablished between the east and west coasts of 
America.’’ 


PROMC TES SMUGGLING. 


One Industry Fo:tered by the High Tariff 
Policy. 

WASHINGTON, D.C., Nov. 30.—Agent Tingle, 
in his report of thé operations of the division 
of special agents of the Treasury Depart- 
ment during the last fiscal year, says that 
smuggling of dutiable merchandise across 
the Canadian and Mexican frontiers has 
largely increased since the passage of the 
tariff act imposing high duties on agricultu- 
ral products. Horses and cattle, as well 
as tobacco and other merchandise are 
smuggled from Mexico. Public sentiment is 
hostile to the enforcement of the revenue 
laws. The principal articles of clandestine 
importation rrom Canada are wool, clothing, 
live animals, eggsand opium. The sugges- 
tion made last year is renewed, that the rate 
of duty on opium be reduced to $4 or$5a 
pound. No duty whatever is now collected 
upon Canadian opium, although a large pro- 

rtion ofthe product of some thirteen or 
ourteen factories in British Columbia finds 
its way into the United States.
